Despotism give* 
no firmer protection than republican liberty. — 
Nothing b so safe as Christian Democracy ; yet 
American Slavery i« the kind of government 
most antithetical, because thi* denies all these 
common right* and bleating* to the slave. 
Whatever tn our constitution makes us proud, 
ha* aa antltheil* In Slavery. Theteinatitatlon* 
stand side by side- Those cflbeervient to the 
want* ef freemen are called nyaUtcem ; thote 
of the slave, ««e*fi«r ; and for minister* of the 
gospel, awtrfcroUJ. These *y*temi are com- 
prehended tn one government. The constitu- 
tion wu adopted to answer all of thaw want*. 
It* provision* will comprehend all. This to the 
flnt phenomenon in American history.

and public connivance at th» North. Thi* was 
proved by the galvanized Fugitive Slave Law 
bill which statesmen were terrified to support, 
betauM they feared to loae a Preddeatial Elec- 
tion. B was not a fact that the North made 
money out of her slaves, and then preached 
philanthropy to the South, as many affirm. 


The second great phenomenon in our history 


i* that the most sedulous effort* were made to 
cause religions sentiment to accord with slave- 
ry, and to our ihatne, said Mr. Beecher, when 
the question was between the law of God and 
the Devil, one-half of our pulpit* forswore God 
and said the higher law was fit for nothing but 
to be put under foot—that the Constitution 
was framed to promote agitation. Despotism 
and Liberty were rocked In one cradle' While 
babes, they were at peace, but when they be- 
gan to increase in size, they each evinced the 
peculiar character of their mothers, Christ and 
Belial. 


When Anti-Slavery was mobbed at the North, 


it increased. Those cities where Anti-Slavery 
feeling is the strongest, is where its presses were 
once dragged into the streets and cast into the 
river. Societies were formed, but assumed a 
political form and were defeated. He said the 
body of the clergy are moderately Anti-Slavery, 
but immoderately Ecclesiastical. They regard 
the Church first, and then the world ; but they 
ought no more to fear to smite evil, for fear ol 
spoiling the instrument, the Church, which is 
but an instrument in the hands of God, than St 
George to strike the dragon, for fear of blunting 
his sword. Christians leave their institutions 
as soldiers their forts when they fight, and come 
to the conflict as men. He thought that the 
great body of the Christian community was 
sound on Human Rights, and if the time cornea 
when they cnn move without tear, they will be 
like a raging torrent. The question is, what 
shall we do ' Those men who are sending mor- 
al pick-axes to the walla of Tortary and China 
whose ships and missionaries would place the 
higher over tlte lower law among the heathen 
are the ones who my, " This does not concern 
you '." He would not violata the Constitution, 
neither his own conscience 
He would Dot in 


vnde territories or institutional rights of the 
South ; thinks it inexpedient to excite insurrec- 
tion Yet the North has the right to bring mor- 
al influence- to bear on Slavery. He wan a citi- 
zen of the whole country, and bound to extend 
all the blessings of liberty to all. 


He spoke of school books prepared expressly 


for the Sonth; said he received his strongest in 
pulse* for liberty, when a boy, from the speech- 
es of Patrick Henry ; that wo should take care 
of our elemental religious books. He was not 
satisfied with that otf-reiterated remark that 
the slave was well fed, housed and clad. 80 
were the hog«, but the slave had a soul, and had 
many wants beyond the nnimal. In the black- 
est man that ever epitomized midnight, there is 
that which will live as long as the Almighty.— 
If the slave be happy, it is only a proof of the 
degrading influences of the system. We must 
tuke a decided stand Against shivery. If any 
State would decide to have no slaves sold, the 
system would cease to be profitable and thus 
destroy itself. He thought that if Legislator* 
from New York had been faithful to their trusts 
for the last 10 or 12 years, Slavery wonld not 
have extended as it has. And now they desire to 
annex Nebraska. 


He wonld not argue that Slavery was right 


per te. He didn't believe it. The Bible wai 
like a forest: you could find any kind of stick 
in it. When Moees gave directions how to treat 
Hebrew slaves, it was equivalent to prohibiting 
slavery, for they were to be on an equality with 
the family, and no slaveholder would assent to 
this. He alluded to the breaking up of the fam- 
ily ties, the strongest in life. In our efforts, we 
should be more Christian, more hopeful anc 
persevering. With patience the work should 
be urged on, till the world becomes one great 
band of brothers, and God is pleased with the 
consummation of the work. 


The lecture was enthusiastically applauded. 


Hisses were heard when he read, from the last 
•umber of the Citizen, Mr. Mitchell's decided 
opinions in favor of Slavery. He said, In Old 
Ireland'* struggle for liberty, everybody blessed 
those who struggled for their country'* free- 
dom, and when they were carried into bondage, 
bore their bond* with them, and rejoiced when 
those chains were broken 
But when the most 


consecrated among them shall ntter such senti- 
ments, it i* a matter little to be expected; but, 
added Mr. Beeeher, it is a wise maxim, to say 
nothing of the dead, unless you can speak well 
of them. 


It does not sound well in one, who so recent- 


ly eipre**ed himself so warmly against the 
British throne for taking from Ireland'* sons 
their freedom, to be desirous of keeping the 
galling chains on hi* brethren of a different 
complexion in this the land of hi* exile.

No. XI.—THE RED HORSE. 


Iu reading the sixth Chapter of Revelation, 


you will see that the White hone is succeeded 
by the Red horse; the Red, by a Black horse; 
and the Black, by a Pale hone. All these col- 
ors are. indicative of spiritual conditions. As 
White is emblematic of righteousness, so Red 
is an emblem of the plague of blood; Black, an 
emblem of the plague of darkness; and th« 
Pale color, an emblem of death. 


We learn, in the seventh chapter of Revela- 


tion, that these plague* of blood, darkness, and 
death, are, in due season, followed by the spir- 
itual exodus of Israel. 


What age of the Church is indicated by the 


plague of blood, or the Red horse ? The age 
commencing with the onion of Church and 
State under Conatantine, and continuing until 
the plague of darkness, when the anti-Christian 
power of the Bishop of Rome succeeded the 
anti-Christian power of the Roman Emperors. 


And why is this Roman Imperial age charac- 


terized by a Horso of Blood, ridden by an arm- 
ed warrior, holding a great sword and taking 
peace from the earth 7 You will readily dis- 
cover the answer by reading Chnroh history. 


Mosheim informs us [Machine's translation] 


that Constantly assumed to himself the su- 
preme power over the Church, aad the right of 
modeling and governing it. " This right he en- 
joyed without any opposition, a* none of the 
Bishops presumed to call his authority in ques- 
tion." The corruptions of the ecclesiastical 
bodies continued to increase during the whole 
period of the union of Church and State under 
the Emperors. The Church was torn by divis- 
ions, agitated by violent dissensions and tu- 
mults, and distracted by diversities of religions 
opinions. In these quarrels the weaker party 
generally fled to the Monarch for protection, 
who was thereby presented with opportunities 
to modify aud transform, in various ways, the 
ancient customs. 
The Bishops themselves 


grown rich and powerful by the patronage o 
the Emperors, and by the violence of the times 
began to introduce innovations into the forms 
of ecclesiastical discipline, and wholly to changi 
the ancient government of the Churcli. 


The proceedings of several of the genera 


ecclesiastical councils were marked by thi 
most inflammatory and unchristian spirit. Mo 
sheim, in speaking of the Ephesian Council 
which was held in the year of Christ 449, stijs 
the Greeks called it " a band or assembly o 
robbers, to signify that everything was carriei 
in it by fraud or violence; and many councils 
indeed, both in this and the following ages, art 
equally entitled to the same dishonorable ap 
pellation." 


Peace was in reality taken from the earth 


and from the church, and armtw, calling them 
selves Christian, were arrayed in bloody feuds 
against each other. Yet wa* not the whole 
church corrupt; for millions, no doubt, live c 
the life of the Lord Jesus, and in his spirit, an< 
took no part in these violences, except to re 
buke and lament them, or to softer death in 
their peaceful labors. 


No. XIL—THE BLACK HORSE. 


" And I beheld and lo a black horse, and he 


that ist upon him had a pair of balances in his 
hand. And I heard a voice in the midst of the 
four beasts say, a measure of wheat for a pen- 
ny, and three measure* of barley fur a penny ; 
and see thou hurt not the oil and the wine."— 
Rev. 
6:5, 6. 


After swarms of false teachers and vast num- 


bers of deluded fanatio*,and the Inroad* of Goth* 
and Vandals, who, a* locosts, covered the whole 
land, the Bishop of Rome established his pow- 
er in the Church, both a* a spiritual and a tem- 
poral prince. The nominal Catholic Church, 
wedded to Gothic darkneas under the Popes, is 
denoted by the Black Hone and hi* rider. 


Hosea (Chap. 12) deicribe* Ephraim as 


merchant; the balances of deceit are in his 
band: he loveth to oppress." Amos (8: 4-7) 
speak* thus:—"Hear thi*, O ye that swallow 
up the needy, even to make the poor of the 
land to fail—laying, when will the new moon 
be gone, that we may cell corn, and the Sab- 
bath, that we may set forth wheat, making the 
ephah small and the shekel great, and falsifying 
the balance* by deceit—that we nay bay the 
poor for silver and the needy for a pair of 
shoes—yea, and sell the refuse of the wheat;— 
the Lord has sworn by the excellency of Jacob, 
surely I will never forget any of their work*. 
They were covetous, and measured and receiv- 
ed payment not by the weight* and ephah of 
the sanctuary, but by the balance* of deceit and 
oppression. 


The ChUrctt of Rome, in It* sate* and indnlg- 


encies, and it* whole system of frauds, avarice, 
despotism and darkne**, i* well described by 
thi* oppressive' and grasping rider on a Blaok 
Horse, having balance* of deceit in hi* hand 
and selling by false meatore.
